A licerse-holder shall not sell any poison (except such as may be mixed in a 
medicina dispensed in compliance with the prescription of a medical or veterinary 
practitioner) to-any customer appearing in peraon unless the latter is personally known to 
him or indentified to his satisfaction. He shall not sell any poison to any person who 
appears co him to be under the age of 18, or to any person who does not appear to him 
to be in full possession of his faculties or to any wandering mendicant. 
| X. 1l. Every license-holder shall maintain a stock andesale register in the form 
appended to these rules. Separate pages shall be allotted in the register for each item of 
poison and the license-holder shall enter thereon side by side all stock and sales of poison. 
The register shall be totalled and balanced daily and imialled by the license-holder 
himself or by his accredited representative if the ;license-holder is a firm or company. 
This initial shall be held to imply that the writer has satisfied himself that the require- 
ments of rule IX have been fulfilled. 


2. All letters or written orders referred to in column 11 under the head “ Signature 
of purchaser, etc." of the register shall be preserved in original for wfperiod of not less 
than two years from the date of the sale. 

3. A chemist, draggist or compounder dispensing or compou ding in compliance 
with the prescrip:ion of a medical or veterinary practitioner shall maintain à prescription 
register specifying any of the said poisons used in making up any auch prescription aud 
the total quantity of euch poiaon so sold during the day shall be entered separately under 
column 10 of the register, the prescription number ouly being shown under column 8. 

4. Both the stock and sale register referred to in clause (7) and the prescription 
register referred to in clause (3) shall be produced before inspecting oficers when 
required. 


Any Magistrate, any police officer of or above the rank of sub-inspector, any 
revenue officer of or above the rank of kanungo or naib tashildar or any medical officer, 
of or above the rank of sub-assistant surgeon or any chaukidari circle officer or health 
officer of a district bourd or municipality may at any time visit aud inspect the premises 
of a liceuse-holder where poison is kepi. for sale and may inspect all poisons found 
therein and the registers maintained under rule X. 

XII. All poisons kept for sale by auy license-holder under thes. rules shall be kept 
in a box, almirab, room or building (according to the quantity maintained), which shall 
be secured by lock and key, and in which no substance shall be placed other than 
poisens possessod in accordance with a license granted under bh. and each poison 
shall be kept within such box, almirah, room or building in a sepiffe closed receptacle 
of glass, mettfl or earthon ware; Every such box, almirah, room or building : and every 
such receptacle, shall be marked with the word “ Poison“ in red characters, both in 
English and the vernacular, and in the case of receptacles containing separate poiso 
with the name of such poiaon.

LT having been brought to the notice of the High Court that considerable incon- 
. 3nience is caused to the Government Telegraph Check Office, Calcutta, in consequence 
of clerks attached thereto being summoned from time to time by criminal courts to 
attend those Courts to produco draft messages and to give evidence in cases in which 
draft messages are required for examination, the following jnstructions are issued for the 
guidance of the subordinate criminal courts :— 


CRIMINAL. 


(a) Section 95 of the Code of Criminal Procedure lays down the procedure in regard 
to the production of Post office or Telegraph office records before courts of criminal 
jurisdiction, Sub-section (3) of section 94 of the Code expressly exempts letters, 
telegrams and parcels in the custody of the Postal or Telegraph authorities from the 
operation of sub-sections (J) and (2) of that section and a Court desiring the production of 
any such letter or telegram must proceed under section 95. The intention of this section- 
appears to be that an officer should be deputed by the court concerned to the offive where 
such letter or telegram may be, and that the Posta] or Tclegraph authorities should be 
directed to make over the document to the officer so deputed, who will then be in a posi- 
tion to prove that the document was produced from the custody of the Postal or Telegraph 
authorities. 

(h) The attendance of Telegraph office clerks should be required only if they aro in a 
position to prove the handwriting of the message or otherwise identity the writer or person

RESOLUTION. 


The work connected with the disposal of surplus stores on behalt of His Na jest N 
Government (Disposal and Liquidation Commission) is now being closed down. Th. , 
work was started in 1912 by the establishment of an organization for the disposal of 
surplus textile stores, and the organization was expanded from time to time to meet 
changing requiremonts, until it eventually comprised a staff which dealt with the disposal 
not only of textiles but of engineering stores, medical stores, food-stutfs, and numerous 
other stores of u iniscellaneous eharacter,— "Three main. depots for the sale of stores were 
established, namely at Bombay, Culeuttà and Lahore ; cach of these depois was in charge 
of a Controller of Sales. under the authority of the Chief Controller (Surplus Storen); 
the Controllers of Sales and their stalls were assisted by Sales. Committees, composed of 
pon-olficial gentlemen who assisted the Controllers. with their advice in the pricing of the 
stores, and in the methods of disposal. In regard to textile. piece-goods and yarn, Mr. 
N. P. Saklatwala, €. 1 K., of Messrs. "lata Sous, Limited, neted as Honorary Adviser to the 
Surplus Stores Organization From its commencement in 1212 until April 1922, When the 
disposal of textiles had so advaneed, and the work in which his assistant was required 
had so diminished, tat, on. Mr. Saklatwala*s own suggestion, he was relieved of hia 
dubies. The total sales eifected at the three contres realized a sum of over eight crores of 
rupees. 


2. Now that the work has been completed and the depots have been closed, the 
Government of [ndia desire to place on record their acknowledgineut of the valuable help 
rendered by the non olflieial. gentlemen, who placed their serviees at the disposal of 
Government, ind the publie spirit. with which they devoted so much of their time to the 
work, They desire in particule to convey their appreciation of the assistance rendered 
hy Mr. Suklatwaln iu the disposal of texile stores, and by the uon-offieial gentlemen

13. Students taking up subjects ontside the curriculum of the year in which they 
are studying shall pay Rs. 30 for each subject, including lectures and practical classes. 

14. ‘The fees for Casual students or for certificates issued to Regular studenta leaving 
the College before completing their study, or for those issued to Military students, shall 
be Ha. 40 per each course of lectures and practical classes and Re, 30 for every three months 
of hospital practice. 

15. In calculating the aum to be paid under rule 14 by a Regular student, the 
amount of College fees paid by him, or in the case of a atudent enjoying a stipendiary 
scholarship and free tuition, the amount which would have been paid by him had he been

16. The fees payable hy a Muhammadan student requiring certificates in the same 
way will he ealeulated on the same principle, ae, he will be allowed a deduetion for the 
full annual fee, half of which has been paid by himself and half by the Mohsin Fund, 

17. Students of the Military class requiring certificates in the same way will be 
required to pay the rate of fees laid down in paragraph 14 for the full eurrieulum or for 
such portion as they have attended. No deduetion will be made in this ease as they are 
not free students in the sense in which that term is defined in. Bengal Government

18. The fee for post-graduate students undergoing a course of training in the 
Pathological, Bacteriological, Physiological or Chemical Laboratory is Rs, 90 for a period 
not exceeding six months.

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24. Regular students, who at any time are referred for a second yea? of study in all 
the subjects of one curriculum, are thereby rendered ineligible for any of the stipendiary 
scholarships awarded by the Government of Bengal. They are, however, eligible for the 
special scholarships and class prizes and medals and Certificates of Honour of the 
College. 


25. Certificates of Honour, to the number of three in each subject, may be awarded 
by the Professors, subject to the sanction of the Principal, to such students who bave not 
obtained the medal, but are deaued worthy of it.
